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Medicare Destined To Be 
Political Punching Bag

W ASHINGTON UPI— Medical care for the aged will be 
a political punching bag for Democrats and Republicans in 
this yea r’s elections although both parties, in their 1960 
platform s, pledged a program. 
Now the old folks—who - wind up ----------------------------------------------------- — 


without a program—must listen to looks like something less than Dem 
the excuses. 
The fact is that Re­ 
publicans blocked passage of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s program and so did 
his own Democrats. 
The Democrats in both houses out­ 
number Republicans so overwhelm­ 
ingly that, if they had stuck together, 
they could have rammed Kennedy's 
program through with ease. 
They 
.-didn’t. 
Nevertheless 
Kennedy—who 
can 
hardly claim his Democrats made 
an all-out try—called the failure a 
“ most 
serious 
defeat 
for 
every’ 
-American family.” 
In 
the 
Senate, 
the 
only 
place 
•.where the issue came to an open 
vote, it was the Republicans who 
stuck almost solidly together to de­ 
feat the measure, but only with the 
help of Democrats who joined them. 
Foretaste 
As a foretaste of what the old folks 
can expect from the Republicans’ 
explanation in this year’s elections, 
William E. Miller, 
Republican na­ 
tional chairman, called the admin­ 
istration 
program 
a “ cruel 
hoax” 
anyway. 
All of which adds some heat to the 
dispute but not much light for the 
old folks who are around to watch 
the political footwork in Washington. 
The Kennedy 
program was 
sup­ 
posed to get its 
first test 
in 
the 
House. 
Rut. before it could get to 
the full House for a vote, it had to 
be approved by the Ways and Means 
Committee 
where 
Democrats 
out­ 
number Republicans 15 to IO. 
This meant certain approval if the 
Democrats 
stuck 
together. 
They 
didn't. What goes on in such a com­ 
mittee—this one is headed by Rep. 
Wilbur Mills, Arkansas Democrat— 
is supposedly secret. 
But the bill never got approved. 
Five of the 15 Democrats reportedly 
joined the IO Republicans to bottle 
up the medical care bill and prevent 
its getting to a vote in the full House 
Mills was against it. 
Democrats 
The 
Democrats 
in 
the 
House— 
where they outnumber the Republic­ 
ans 261 to 174—could have used a 
well-known and often-used device to 
wrench the bill out of the committee 
so it could be voted on. 
That was to get up a petition to 
bring it to the floor. Such a peti­ 
tion would have needed the signa­ 
ture of 219 of the 261 Democrats, 
plus any Republicans who wanted 
to sign. Such a petition was not 
tried. 
Why? The answer seems simple. 
The 
Democratic 
leadership 
didn’t 
think it could get enough signatures. 
The fact that there was no petition 


ocratic fervor for th e med ical care 
bill. 


And there is no public evidence 
that Kennedy put any heat on Mills 
to make him change his position or 
on any of the other committe Dem­ 
ocrats who, like Mills, opposed the 
Kennedy-sponsored program. 


On the Senate side the bill or 
dinarilv 
would 
have gone 
to the 
Finance Committee whose chairman’ 
I Harry Byrd of Virginia, has been 
giving Kennedy a bad time on other 
proposals, like tax revision and tax 
reduction. 


Bypass 
Byrd 
But the Democratic leadership, to 
bypass Bvrd. tied the medical care 
bill to-another piece of legislation 
and thus got it up on the Senate 
floor for a vote. 


This was a much weaker bill than 
the one Mills’ committee had bottled 
up. It was hevaily compromised for 
those who didn’t like the other one. 
Finally the vote came in the Senate 
where 
Democrats 
outnumber 
Re­ 
publicans 64 to 36. 


This was the vote: 52 to 48 against 
the bill. Voting for it were 43 Dem­ 
ocrats and 5 Republicans. Teaming 
up to kill it were 21 Democrats who 
joined 31 Republicans. 


Vet, even if the vote had been 
the other way, the whole business 
was pretty much an empty gesture. 
The reason: 
there was practically 
no chance of the bill on the House 
side to get out of Mills’ committee 
for a vote. 


What it adds up to is a lot of 
waltzing to political music.
